SUCCESSFUL PARTNERSHIP OF NEW AND 
TRADITIONAL INDUSTRIES IN NORTH EAST

The sixth article in the series on the progress in the Development Areas since the war is published below. 


Earlier articles 


appeared in the Board of ‘Trade Journal on December 2, 9, 16, 30 and Fanuary 6. 


OUR YEARS ago an article reviewing the plans in hand for 

the strengthening and diversification of the Area’s industrial 

economy closed with the words “ The North East is marching 
forward with growing confidence in its own strength.” At that 
time, little more than six months after the passing of the Distribution 
of Industry Act, 1945, the building of some new factories had 
started, many more were on the drawing board, but the new 
production and the new jobs lay in the future. 

A reader could be forgiven if he wondered whether the bright 
promise would become reality. The North East had suffered 
grave unemployment in the inter-war years. It was true that the 
signs now pointed to better times, but would unforeseen difficulties 
be met on the road? Was the news of this new industrial develop- 
ment too good to be true? To-day the answers can now be given 
to these questions. The North East is stronger, its industrial 
structure more varied, and its people happier than they have ever 
been. From mid-Northumberland to the Cleveland district in 
North Yorkshire there are new developments on every hand, 
coming from the vigour and enterprise of old-established local 
firms and from the many new undertakings which have moved 
into the Development Area. 


Initiative and Adaptability 


It is a story of how initiative and adaptability have triumphed 
over the difficulties ef post-war shortages of essential materials, 
first in the field of building and construction, then in the equipment 
of new factories and works, and later the raw materials for the 
planned production. These achievements reflect great credit on 


all concerned. There are many who believe that a pat on the back 
produces better results than continual criticism. The manufacturers 
and workers who have contributed to the widening of the North 
East’s industrial interests have rightly earned praise and congratu- 
lation for the very good job they have done. 

There are three broad sections into which these developments 
may be divided ; expansions carried out by established local firms, 
new works built by industrialists with their own money, and the 
factories erected by the Government and let to industrial under- 
takings attracted to the Development Area. In a short article it is 
not possible to do more than refer to a few typical examples. 


Heavy Industries 


The dependence of the Area upon coal mining, iron and steel 
manufacture, shipbuilding, engineering and the chemical industry 
is well known, and a word or two about these industries is a useful 
starting point. 

The Consett Iron Co. Ltd. has carried out large developments 
which have involved the erection of three of the most modern blast 
furnaces in the country, new gas cleaning plant and a new central 
power station. The company are now engaged in constructing a 
modern high capacity heavy slabbing and blooming mill, together 
with a new continuous slab and billet mill. As part of the plan 
the Tyne Improvement Commission is to spend {1,000,000 on 
the construction of a new loading and discharging quay at South 
Shields. 

Dorman, Long and Co. Ltd., as part of an £8,000,000 scheme of 
re-organization, are building a universal beam mill for rolling broad 
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flange sections at Lackenby on Tees-side which will have an annual 
capacity of 350,000 tons of. universal beams and will be the most 
modern of its kind in the world. The Tees Conservancy Board have 
acquired powers to build and operate deep water berths at Tees-port, 
near Lackenby. ‘Two oil berths with a dredged depth of 37 feet 
oes x. 6-dciewd to accommodate tankers up to 650 feet 

completion. The main Project which will 
igre ry constru of five deep-water berths in an open dock 
with a depth of 32 feet of water at L.W.O.S.T. awaits sanction. Other 
steel works on Teés-side and at West Hartlepool are carrying out

chemical industry, through the enterprise of Imperial Chemical 
Industries Limited, is it did after the first World War—a 
contribution of immense importance to the area’s industrial economy. 
Chemical Industries’ works at Billingham, employing over 
16,000, continue to expand. One of the most interesting develop- 
ments since the war is the Production of al polymer (the raw 
material for nylon stockings) which is mainly used in South Wales 
by British Nylon Spinners Ltd., Pontypool. But it is at Wilton, east 
of Middlesbrough on the south bank of the River Tees, where history 
ia repeating itself. Reference has been made in this series to the 
embotale developments by Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. on a 
2,000-acre site here. Part of these vast works may help the textile 
industries with man-made fibres. Not far away—near Whitby— 
Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. have recently discovered valuable 
deposits of potash. Pharmaceuticals are being produced by Glaxo 
Laboratories Limited (the factory was built during the war by the 
Ministry of Supply for the production of penicillin) at Barnard Castle, 


‘and by Abbott Laboratories Ltd. at Jarrow. 


Expansion of Local Firms 


Many local firms have made substantial extensions to their works 
since the war for the production of, for example, marine engines, 
railwa’ 


rial, zirconium 
oxides, industrial and domestic paints, glassware and paper. Doxford’s, 
of Sunderland, have embarked on a reorganization of their shipyard 
to provide greater efficiency and T. W. Greenwell and Co. of the 
same town are constructing a dry dock at a cost of £500,000, while 
the River Wear Commissioners have carried out several schemes to 
improve the facilities provided on the river. Ashmore, Benson, 
Pease and Company, of Stockton-on-Tees, who specialize in the 
manufacture of chemical piant for the production of gases for general 
chemical processes as well as water-gas plant, producer-gas plant and 
gas holders, are also carrying out a very extensive scheme of moderniza- 
tion and reorganization. C. A. Parsons Ltd., of Heaton-on-Tyne, 
are an outstanding example of British engineering enterprise. They 
are doing valuable work in the development of the gas turbine and 
they are making an important contribution to the export drive with 
their turbo-generating plant and other products. 

The importance of the Northumberland and Durham coalfields, 
where 160,000 miners are at work, is one reason why local firms making 
mining machinery have expanded since the war: a notewerthy 
feature is that part of their production is being exported to many parts. 
of the world. 

Turning now to the works erected at the expense of firms new to 
the Area, mention has already been made in this series to Patons and 
Baldwins’ new factory at Darlington. The fact that the Company 
raised six million pounds to finance this development shows the stake 
which Patons and Baldwins Ltd. have in the North East. They are 
not disappointed with the results. Mr. P. A. Wright, Vice-President 
of the Company, told a recent meeting of the Northern Industrial 
Group, “ We are now getting in many of our departments very much 
greater efficiency than we had in the West Riding. That speaks well 
not only for the value of our training, but for the mental quickness 
of the people of the North East. But it is essential to start on the right 
foot with training. We brought up from the South something like 
400 various machines and, with the exception of three or four of our 
own skilled fitters, they have been erected and maintained by local 
men who have never seeri a spinning machine before and who picked 
up the new work within a fortnight.”’ 

Textiles, including wool, cotton and rayon are a predominant 
feature of the new dev elopment, particularly in the southern part of 
the Area, and account for over 10,000 of the prospective new jobs. 
Cotton is being spun and doubled on the Hartlepools Estate by 
H. W. Lee and Co. Ltd., a branch of the Fine Spinners and Doublers 
Ltd. British Celanese Ltd. have factories on the Bede Estate and at 
Blyth which will employ altogether nearly 1,000 workers on rayon.

Various sections of the electrical industry, including telephones, 
radio and radar equipment, account for 17,500 planned new jobs—-a 
significant proportion of the new development. The new factory fér 
Henleys Telegraph Works Co. at Birtley has already been mentioned 
in this series. Siemens Bros. have factories on the Hartlepools 
Estate and at Spennymoor, where a large number of workers are 
employed on the production of automatic telephone exchange equip- 
ment and batteries which are sent to all parts of the world. Phoenix 
Telephones Ltd. have a factory at Stockton, and Ericsson Telephones 
Ltd. employ 1,000 at Sunderland.

The factory occupied by Metro- 
politan Vickers Electrical Co. Ltd., Bowesfield Works, Stockton, has 
already been mentioned in this series. Baker Perkins Ltd., of Peter- 
borough, are producing food and laundry machinery at Hebburn-on- 
Tyne, where they employ 750. Aveling and Barford Ltd., of Grant- 


employment in the industry having 
increased from 11,600 in 1939 to 
18,500 in 1948. I. and R. Morley Ltd. make fabric gloves at Consett, 
and stockings, socks, shirts, ar.d pyjamas at Langley Moor. Foister, 
Clay and Ward Ltd., of Leicester, have a large factory at Middles- 
brough producing knitted underwear. Prices Tailors Ltd., of Leeds, 
have four large factories in the Area, and Alexandre Ltd,, of Leeds, 
who have a new factory at Darlington, are shortly to erect a factory 
in the Peterlee New Town which is being built in south-east 
Durham. 

Among the developments in other industries are those of Bakelite 
Ltd., of Birmingham, who have a large factory at Aycliffe and who 
are shortly to extend there for the production of synthetic resins. 
De La Rue Insulations Ltd. were one of the first to complete a large 
and attractive factory at Tynemouth. ‘The fine new factory built 
by W. D. and H. O. Wills on the coast road between Newcastle and 
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Tynemouth has already been mentioned in this series, and a large 
new furniture factory has been built at Tynemouth for the Tyne 
Furniture Works Ltd., a subsidiary of Great Universal Stores. 
The Government, too, has played a direct part in increasing employ- 
ment in the Area by building the main headquarters offices of the new 
Ministry of National Insurance at Newcastle-on-Tyne, where about 
7,500 are employed. 


North-Eastern Trading Estates 

In previous articles reference has been made to the work of the 
North Eastern Trading Estates Limited—a wholly Government- 
financed organization—acting as the agent of the Board of Trade. 
The Company was formed in 1936 and by the commencement of the 
last war was looking after the original estate at Team Valley and smaller 
developments at Sunderland and West Auckland in County Durham. 
Employment at these places in September 1939 was about 4,000, 
but the extension of the Company’s work since 1945 has increased 
employment on the several estates and sites to 40,000, with a further 
20,000 jobs to accrue as full complements are reached. This has 
been brought about by the development of new estates—e.g., the 
Bede Estate at Jarrow, and the Hartlepools Estate—new collective and 
individual sites, the conversion to peace production of the war-time 
munitions factories at Aycliffe (where a new town is now being 
built) and Spennymoor, and the letting of other factories originally 
erected for war purposes. The Company has built 156 new factories 
and extensions since the war at a total cost of between eight and ten 
million pounds. 

The result of all post-war developments approved in accordance 
with the distribution of industry policy is nearly 100,000 new jobs 
in prospect, of which 56,500 have already materialized in the propor- 
tion of approximately 50 per cent. for male workers. Unemployment 
which amounted to 42,000 (or about one insured worker in twenty) 
at the end of 1945, and increased to 50,000 in the early part of 1946, 
fell to 28,860 (or less than three per hundred) by November 1950. 
This is a \ery different picture from that in June 1932, when 268,000 
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(two in every five insured workers) were unemployed or even in 
1937—the best year between the depression and the war—when 
about 120,000 (or one in six) were out of work. 

Some measure of the progress made in building factories in the 
Area may be gathered from the fact that of 470 schemes (costing 
£34,400,000) approved since the passing of the Distribution of Industry 
Act in 1945, 323 (to the value of £16,000,000) have been completed 
and 79 (at an estimated cost of £10,000,000) are in various stages of 
construction. Eighteen more schemes (at a cost of £1,700,000) 
have been licensed and are expected to start shortly. These building 
schemes have already provided jobs for 29,150 with the prospect of a 
further 31,300 jobs when fully manned up. 

Among the initial attractions of the North East Coast have been 
the prospect of obtaining suitable labour and the availability of modern 
factory space, in which production could be planned on efficient 
lines. These, however, are not the only ihaaiaenes which the Area 
has to offer. The people are friendly, hardworking and adaptable. 
The climate is generally bracing and equable. Some of the finest 
and unspoilt countryside, including stretches of coastline and moor- 
land, is within easy reach of those living in the Area, in addition to 
many places of historic interest—Durham Cathedral and the Roman 
Wall, for example, being of world renown. Communications, both 
road and rail, to London and the other large industrial centres are 
good. Relations between t and workers compare very 
favourably with those in other parts of the United Kingdom. 

The success achieved in bringing new industrial life to the North 
East Coast is not being allowed to give rise to a feeling of complacency. 
While the Area will continue for many years to rely for the greater 
part of its prosperity upon coal mining, iron and steel, shipbuilding 
and engineering, the man-power needs of these industries are expected 
to decrease in course of time and efforts to find new industry to take 
the place of the old, particularly in shipbuilding centres and some of 
the mining areas, are continuing unceasingly with the full confidence 
that many more new firms will find that the Area is one in which they 
can operate efficiently and economically.

Sterling Area Gold and Dollar 


Position 


DURING the fourth quarter of 1950 the sterling area’s net gold 

and dollar surplus amounted to $398 million, compared with a 
surplus of $187 million in the third quarter and $180 million in the 
second quarter. 

Reimbursement of expenditure and other forms of assistanee under 
the European Recovery Programme amounted to $146 million, 
compared with $147 million in the third and $240 million in the 
second quarter. The gold and dollar reserves thus rose during the 
fourth quarter by $544 million and amounted to $3,300 million 
on December 31, compared with $2,756 million on September 30, 
and $2,422 million on June 30, 1950. 

The Treasury emphasize that a number of special factors, uncon- 
nected with the quarter’s current trade and payments, contributed 
to the large net gold and dollar surplus in the fourth quarter. In 
particular, there was an inflow of funds from North America, mainly 
in anticipation of future commercial needs, and this is likely to reduce 
correspondingly the sterling area’s dollar receipts for some months 
to come. Though these special factors in the fourth quarter’s surplus 
of $398 million cannot be precisely estimated, they probably accounted 
for over one third of this total.

THE Dollar-Sterling Trade Board is to suspend its operations and 
be re-constituted in a new, organization of an advisory 
character to carry forward the longer term aspects of the Board’s 
work. This announcement was made in Toronto on Monday by 
Mr. J. S. Duncan, Chairman of the Board, who has recently returned 
from the United Kingdom where he has been conferring with members 
of the British Dollar Exports Board and other leading industrialists. 
The new joint organization, known as the Dollar-Sterling. Trade 
Advisory Council, is made up of both United Kingdom and Canadian 
members and will combine the efforts of three agencies which have 
hitherto been working for the furtherance of United Kingdom/Can- 
adian trade. These are the Dollar-Sterling Trade Board, the Dollar 
Exports Board and the Federation of British Industries in Toronto.

The United Kingdom section of the Council consists of the complete 
membership of the Dollar Exports Board and its Executive Com- 
mittee, which will continue into 1951. Mr. P. Huffman and Mr. 
Geoffrey H. Ward of the Canadian Chamber of Curamerce in Great 
Britain will join the Dollar Exports Board and i:xecutive Committee. 

This Advisory Council, Mr. Duncan stated, apart from formulating 
policy in two-way trade matters from the point of view of private 
industry will extend advice and assistance to two trade promotional 
agencies in this country (Canada) and the United Kingdom. 

In Canada a new British Trade Promotion Centre will be set up 
in Toronto. This Centre, which will be an expansion of the existing 
Federation of British Industries office in Toronto, will closely resemble 
the Trade Centre established in New York last September, which 
represents the major United Kingdom exporting interests in the 
United States. Mr. Hugh Scully at present Canadian Adviser to 
the F.B.I. Toronto Office, has joined the Dollar-Sterling Trade 
Advisory Council and will continue to serve as Trade Consultant 
to the Centre. Mr. S. C. Legge, who has been Assistant Secretary 
of the Doilar-Sterling Trade Board in Ottawa, has transferred to 
Toronto to join Mr. Hugh Scully’s staff, thus providing executive 
continuity between the old and the new organization. r.

Maximum Prices for Industrial 
Overalls and Aprons 


THE BOARD of Trade have made an Order which revokes Related 

Schedule No. 5G and Supplements Nos. 1 and 2 thereto. The 
effect will be that wholesalers’ and retailers’ maximum prices for 
industrial overalls and aprons will be computed solely by reference 
to the price paid and the permitted margin. 

This step has been taken because it has not been possible to intro- 
duce a new Related Schedule within a short time after the issue of the 
recent Manufacturers’ Order. The measure is, however, temporary 
and a new Related Schedule will be issued later. 

The new Order, the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order, 1949 (Amendment No. 17) Order, 1951, (S.I. 1951 No. 29) 
came into operation on January 12. Copies are obtainable, price

Rationing of Sulphuric Acid 
and Sulphur 


LICENCES HAVE been issued under the Control of Sulphuric 
Acid Order, 1950 (S.I, 1950 No. 2087), and the Control of Sulphur 
Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 2084) to consumers of crude, recovered 
and processed sulphur and to producers of sulphuric acid. The 
licences operate from January 8. | 

In the case of sulphur, the licences specify the amounts of sulphur 
which may be consumed for acid making or delivered to consumers 
for other industrial purposes. As regards sulphuric acid, whether 
produced from crude sulphur or from other sulphur-bearing materials 
such as pyrites and spent oxide, the acid producer is licensed to supply 
a certain quantity to specified customers based on his deliveries to 
them during the period April to September 1950. 

In general, consumers of crude, recovered or processed sulphur 
or of acid produced from crude sulphur are restricted to two-thirds 
of their takings in the basic period. Consumers of acid derived from 
materials other than sulphur are not so far materially affected. 

The requirements of all consuming industries are being further 
studied as a matter of urgency and the Government Departments 
concerned will be considering what adjustments in these rationing 
arrangements are necessary in the interests of the national economy. 

The original announcement regarding the rationing of sulphuric 
acid and sulphur was published in the Board of Trade Journal on 
December 30, 1950. 


Anglo-Canadian Trade—(Continued) 


Section of the new Advisory Council. The British Section of the 
new Advisory Council will be available to assist the efforts of the 
Canadian Chamber in Great Britain in exactly the same way as 
the Canadian Section will assist the British Trade Centre in Toronto. 

In outlining these changes, Mr. Duncan pointed to the short- 
term nature of the Dollar-Sterling Trade Board’s function. ‘‘ The 
Board,” he explained, ‘‘ was brought into existence with strong 
Government support to meet an emergency. That emergency 
existed in the form of a grave danger of losing our vital overseas 
market through the inability of the United Kingdom to earn sufficient 
dollars to pay for our agricultural export to her. The Board has 
used methods appropriate to these emergency conditions.” 

“* We believe these methods have brought results and have made 
a useful contribution,”” Mr. Duncan said. ‘‘ Good progress has been 
made since the crisis which led to devaluation. Our increased imports 
from the United Kingdom are beginning to pay off in increased 
exports to the United Kingdom. Quotas for Canadian man’ 
under the British token import scheme have recently been doubl 
“It is important,”” Mr. Duncan continued, ‘‘that short term organiza- 
tions using short-term methods should not outlive their original 
purposes and that is why the Board is now changing its character 
and function.’ 

“In my view,” Mr. Duncan concluded, “ this enterprise has been 

a striking example of the way Government and private industry can 
re together to the advancement of national policy.”

Increased Maximum Prices for 
Utility Gloves 


HIGHER CEILING prices for Utility gloves to allow for recent 
increases in the cost of leather and knitted fabrics are i 

by a new Board of Trade Order which will come into operation om 
January 15. The increase is about 10 per cent. in the case of leather 
gloves, and ranges, in the case of fabric gloves, from 3 per cent, for 
those made from rayon and cotton to about 15 per cent. for those made 
from astrakhan. 

In the case of all-leather gloves, higher prices are provided by the 
introduction of additional specifications to the Utility schedule for 
gloves made from more expensive leathers, and the specifications for 
gloves made from the cheapest leathers are no longer included. For 
all other types the existing ceilings have been increased to allow for 
increases in the prices of leather, knitted fabrics and lining material 
and the new specifications for hosiery fabric have been added to the 
appropriate material specifications.

Utility Upholstery Loose Cushions 


THE UTILITY Furniture (Marking and Supply) (No. 2) Order 
1950, provides for the marking of articles of Utility furniture 
with the Utility mark, the appropriate type symbol and the identifica- 
tion number of the manufacturer or, in some cases, the importer. 
Upholstered chafts and settees can generally be supplied with or 
without loose seat cushions and provision is therefore made for 


marking of these with the appropriate marks. ‘There is no provision 
for the marking of loose back cushions, but the Board of Trade are 
prepared to consider applications from manufacturers who wish so 
to mark fitted, bordered back cushions, to be supplied with chairs 
and settees made in accordance with the specification. 

No increase in the maximum price will be allowed for such additions, 
but the marking of the fitted cushions with the Utility mark, the type 
symbol and the identification number will enable such manufacturers 
to sell the complete article as Utility.

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Seasonal Rise in Food and Non-Food Sales in November 


ETAIL SALES reported by the sample of large-scale organiza- 
tions who send their figures to the Board of Trade each month, 
showed the usual seasonal movements in November. The 
apparel and household goods index numbers both declined by about 
2 per cent. over the month, but the index of all non-food sales rose by 
about 3 per cent., indicating a sharp upward movement in turnover 
in those miscellaneous goods upon which much of Christmas buying 
is concentrated. For these, index numbers are available only for 
chemists’ wares, and here the rise of 11 per cent. was the same as a 
sen ier. Food sales rose by 4 per cent., the same amount as 
October and Sevenaber 1949 and the rise of 34 per cent. in 
total sales was very nearly equal to the increase a year earlier, though 
rather less than in 1947 or 1948. The co-operative societies showed 
better results than the other constituents of the large-scale sample, 
their non-food sales increasing by 13 per cent.; the group of multiple 
shops reported only modest rises of 5 per cent. for non-food and 2 per 
cent. for food, while turnover in the department stores was lower than 
in October in most major categories and also in total. 

Compared with a year earlier, sales were 8 per cent. higher in 
eotal, with a rather bigger rise in the household goods group. The 
increase was about the same as a month earlier but less than in the 
summer months and rather lower than the 10 per cent. increase for 
the ten months of the trading year to date. The November rise 
compared with a year earlier for the multiple shops, 9 per cent., was 
bigger than in the case of the co-operative societi¢s, but in the case 
of cumulative sales the co-operatives showed a 12 per cent. rise 
compared with 10 per cent. for the multiples. The department 
stores reported an increase of nearly 3 per cent. over the year both for 
the month of November and for the first ten months of the trading 


The panels of independent shops mostly reported rises over 
November 1949 for the apparel and household goods trade, and also 
for stationery and jewellery. In the case of chemists’ wares and toys, 
and sports goods, however, they were lower. Footwear.and furniture 
were the only categories which showed similar movements to the most 
nearly corresponding departments in the large-scale sample. 

In most of the various regions there were modest rises in turnover 


over October, but in suburban London, sales went up by over 10 per 
cent., while in Central and West End London there was a small decline. 
Apparel sales were lower than, or about the same as, in October in 
all regions except suburban London, where there was a rise of 13 per 
cent., and Scotland where sales went up by 2 per cent. It was also 
because of rises in these two regions that the household goods index 
fell by only about 1 per cent. ty sales were higher in all areas.

The Ministry of Labour's Interim Index of retail prices of clothing 
rose by 1 point and of household goods by 2 paints between mid- 
October and mid-November. There was no change over the month 
in the general level of food prices, which were 5 per cent. above those 
at mid-November 1949. Clothing prices also have increased by 
5 per cent. and those of household goods by 8 per cent. over the year. 
On the basis of these figures it would appear that the volume of food 
transactions in November had increased compared with a year earlier, 
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while that of apparel and household goods was maintained at 
about the same level in the large-scale shops, but perhaps was not 
so high in the independent retail outlets.

seasonal rise in November while sales by the other two types of shops 
declined. 


Sales of women’s wear as a whole fell by 3 per cent. compared with 
October, the result of a 12 per cent. fall in sales in department stores 
and a rise of 14 per cent. by co-operative societies, with no appreciable 
change in the multiple shops. In men’s wear, total sales of which 
increased slightly over the month, co-operative societies reported an 
increase of 18 per cent., while department stores and multiples were 
down by 4 per cent. and 5 per cent. respectively. Sales of footwear 
for the sample as a whole showed little change from October, an 
increase of 11 per cent. reported by co-operative societies being offset 
by falls of 6 per cent. and 3 per cent. respectively in those of depart- 
ment stores and multiple shops. 


Compared with a year earlier increases in total turnover in November 
were reported for all three categories, sales of women’s and children’s 
wear rising by 8 per cent., those of men’s wear by 12 per cent. and of 
footwear by 2 per cent. Of the sub-divisions of women’s wear, dress 
materials was the only category for which lower sales over the year 
was recorded, while the increases shown for underwear and stockings 
and socks were considerably above the average, and these two groups 
were the only ones for which the rise over the year equalled or ex- 
ceeded that for cumulative sales for February-November. 


In these movements over the year the increases of 23 per cent. 
for women’s wear and 19 per cent. for men’s wear reported by the 
multiples were considerably greater than were experienced by co- 
operative societies for which the comparable rises were only 4 per cent. 
and 7 per cent. respectively. In the department stores the only 
appreciable improvement over a year earlier was in respect of men’s 
wear, sales of which were up by 3 per cent.; the value of their turnover 
in women’s wear departments was at the same level. Sales of foot- 
wear by co-operative societies were unchanged and while multiples 
showed an increase in their turnover of 3 per cent., department 
stores reported a fall of the same amount. 


Apparel Stocks 


Partly, perhaps, because of the lower sales, but probably more 
because of the approach of the Christmas season, apparel stocks rose 
by 5 per cent. over the month to 10 per cent. higher than in the 
previous year. Men’s and boys’ wear and women’s wear showed 
similar increases during the month of 7 per cent. and 5 per cent. 
respectively. Stocks of footwear were only slightly higher in value 
than at the end of October, but the rise of 13 per cent. in their value 
compared with November 1949, although the smallest yearly increase 
for over twelve months, was greater than in the case of clothing. 
Men’s wear stocks were up on the year by 8 per cent. and those 
of women’s wear by 6 per cent. Women’s underwear and stockings 
and socks which reported outstanding increases in sales, also showed 
the biggest increases in stocks, of 19 per cent. and 25 per cent., 
respectively. 


Household Goods 


The small fall from the high October figure in the index number of 
sales of household goods by large-scale retailers was the result of a 
seasonal rise of 5. per cent. in sales of hardware, electrical and radio 
and a fall of about the same amount in turnover of furniture and 
furnishings. Compared with a year earlier, furniture sales were up 
by 11 per cent. while hardware, electrical and radio went up by 8 per 
cent.; for hardware only the increase over the year was 6 per cent. 
These rises were all smaller than the increases over the year in 
cumulative sales for February-November and in the sub-categories 
only floor coverings sales rose more in November than the cumulative 
sales, though the November increase for hardware was almost equal 
to the rise in cumulative sales. The increases in the value of stocks 
compared with the previous year continued at the same level as in 
October, furniture and furnishings being up by 20 per cent. and 
hardware, electrical and radio by 12 per cent. 


Rise in Sales of Chemists’ Wares 


Sales of chemists’ wares were seasonally higher than in October 
rising by 11 per cent. over the month ; compared with a year earlier, 
turnover was up by 4 per cent. The increase of 7 per cent. in the 
value of stocks over the year was similar to the higher levels reported 
in recent months. 
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Other Non-Food Categories 


Sales of the other categories of goods for which no index numbers 
are calculated were all lower than in November 1949, the declines 
ranging from 11 per cent. for jewellery, leather and miscellaneous 
fancy goods to 1 per cent. for sports and cycles. Cumulative sales 
for these categories were also lower, by from 2 to 4 per cent. For 
those categories for which the figures are available stocks rose, but the 
only important increase (the sample for musical instruments being 
small) was one of nearly 40 per cent. in sports and cycles. 


Seasonal Rise in Food Sales 


Sales of food and perishables showed a small seasonal rise of 4 per

cent. compared with October, the increase of 9 per cent. over the year 
being the same as the percentage movement recorded in October. 
Of the individual categories, sweets and chocolate sales were 25 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier, and while this rise was much less than 
in previous months, it was much the same as the increase for the 
trading year to date (26 per cent.), Increases in sales of 12 per cent. 
for groceries and provisions, 14 per cent. for bakery and 15 per cent. 
for fresh meat were closely in line with the October comparisons, but 
for the latter group, there was a rise of 30 per cent. in sales during 
February-November 1950 compared with a year earlier.

Notes 


(i) Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of 
the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947. The method used in 
compiling the index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal for July 16, 1949. 


(ii) As the figures are derived from returns showing the values of 
goods sold during, and stocks at the end of, each month they are 
affected by price movements, including changes due to the incidence 
of purchase tax. 


(iii) The figures relating to stocks are based on a smaller and less 
representative sample than sales figures. Stocks are valued at their 
cost to the retailer. 


(iv) Sales of food and perishables in November were 53 per cent. 
of total sales. 


(v) The period covered by November sales was the 4 weeks from 
October 29 to November 25. 


(vi) Some firms are able to give figures for the country as a whole 
but not for sales in the various areas.

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Sales to Visitors Showed Further Increases in September 


FOR THE four months ended September 1950, sales to visitors 

under the Personal Export Scheme amounted to nearly £1,500,000 
and were almost double those for the same period in 1949, whilst 
United Kingdom emigrants, who are also entitled to participate in 
the scheme, increased their purchases to £165,000 for this period— 
75 per cent. more than in the four months of 1949. Visitors from the 
Americas, including Canada, spent over £630,000, an increase of 
130 per cent. over 1949, and of this total United States visitors 
accounted for nearly £420,000, or almost two-thirds. Common- 
wealth visitors, excluding Canadians, spent over £200,000 more than 
in the corresponding period of 1949, and substantial increases of 
£90,000 and £80,000, respectively, were recorded in the purchases 
made by visitors from Europe and the rest of the world. 

During September 1950, visitors purchased goods under the scheme 
to the value of £473,000, an increase of £44,000 (10 per cent.) over 
August and a new record total for sales in a single month. United 
Kingdom emigrants spent £54,000, over £10,000 (23 per cent.) more 
than in August. 

Visitors from the Americas, including Canada, spent £197,000 in 
September, £12,000 more than in August and 42 per cent. of the total 
of visitors’ purchases. Of this £197,000, sales to United States 
visitors accounted for 68 per cent. (£133,000). Visitors from 
Commonwealth countries, excluding Canada, increased their pur- 


chases to £164,000, as compared with £128,000 in August, those from 
Europe to £62,000 from £54,000, while those from the rest of the 
world dropped from £62,000 to £50,000. 

Clothing, including footwear and piece-goods, at £401,000, 
accounted for 77 per cent. of the total purchases, next in order of 
popularity being household goods at £57,000 (11 per cent.) and 
jewellery and plate at £29,000 (5 per cent.). The other main com- 
modity groups were electrical goods at over £13,000 (3 per cent.), 
leather goods at just under £13,000 (2 per cent.), and sports goods 
at £12,000 (2 per cent.). 

Outside London, in which 86 per cent. (over £450,000) of the total 
purchases were made, the most favoured shopping centres were 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, with £19,000 and £10,000, respectively, 
the total spent in all Scotland being £33,000. Manchester with 
£6,000, Belfast with £5,500, Liverpool with £3,600 and Birmingham 
with £1,800 came next in order of popularity. 

An analysis of the clothing items showed that men’s outerwear 
accounted for 31 per cent. of the total clothing sales, furs and fur coats 
21 per cent., women’s outerwear 13 per cent., dress and suit materials 
9 per cent. and other clothing and footwear 25 per cent. The 
remaining purchases consisted of silk goods.

Visits to Factories during Festival of Britain 


RITISH MANUFACTURERS who are willing to receive 

visitors at their factories during the Festival of Britain, 1951, are 
invited to send particulars to the Council of Industrial Design. The 
Council will compile a list of such firms and arrange for it to be carried 
at all Industrial Information Bureaux in the official Festival Exhibi- 
tions. The list will be issued to visitors on presenting a trade or 
business card. 


The Festival authorities have always intended the 1951 Festival to 
be a nation-wide affair and have planned the South Bank Exhibition 
to contain many pointers to places and events of interest in other parts 
of the United Kingdom. For two years the Council of Industrial 
Design, as a constituent body of the Festival Organization, has 
appealed through the trade associations and in many meetings and 
conversations with industrialists for the opening of British factories 


to visitors. Interest in the project is now growing, at home and over- 
seas, and the Council seeks to record in advance of the opening date 
details of those firms which are prepared (and not debarred for security 
reasons) to mae this important contribution to the Festival. The 
Council cannot, of course, guarantee that every firm on the list will 
be visited. 

Manufacturers who would like their names to appear on the list

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Lower Sales of Apparel and Household Goods in November 


HE NOVEMBER sales by independent retailers reporting their 
turnover to the Board of Trade followed a normal seasonal pattern. 
Shops selling clothing, footwear and household goods reported 
lower sales compared with October, while there were rises for the 
other categories included in the sample. Compared with a year 
earlier, drapers were the only group of apparel shops for which lower

sales were recorded, falls being shown both for the month and the 
period February-November. The rise for men’s wear shops as a 
whole was due largely to the marked expansion in business by bespoke 


tailors, sales by men’s outfitters showing only a slight increase. Sales 
of boots and shoes remained at substantially the same level by value 
as in 1949, 

Sales by furniture dealers continued at the higher level recorded 
in recent months, increasing by about one-tenth over November 1949 
and during the trading year to date ; turnover in hardware, electrical 
and radio, however, only just exceeded the figure for 1949. Falls 
were recorded over the year in sales by independent chemists and

retailers of toys, sports and leather goods, but booksellers, stationers 
and newsagents, jewellers and motor and cycle dealers, garages, etc. 
all reported higher sales than in November, 1949. 

As might be expected after two months of very active trade, sales 
of apparel by independent retailers showed some _ recession in 
November. Drapers’ turnover fell by 9 per cent. to 4 per cent.

below that of a year earlier, and despite the somewhat higher level of 
autumn buying cumulative sales for the ten months of the trading 
year to date did not quite reach the figure for the same period of last 
year. Total sales of women’s wear by the sample of large-scale 
shops, which fell over the month by 3 per cent., were 8 per cent. 
higher than in November 1949. 'The three types of outlet reported 
widely differing movements over the month; sales of co-operative 
societies, which normally rise in November, increased by 14 per cent., 
but those of department stores were down by 12 per cent., while 
multiple shops showed no appreciable change. Compared with a 
year earlier, however, sales by multiples were substantially higher, by 
23 per cent., those of co-operative societies having risen by only 4 per 
cent. and turnover in department stores having remained at approxi- 
mately the same level as in November 1949. 

Independent men’s wear shops also participated, though to a lesser 
extent than drapers, in the general falling off in sales, those of outfitters 
being lower by 1 per cent. and of bespoke tailors by 7 per cent. over 
the month. Compared with November 1949, the tailoring business 
which was at a relatively low level last year, showed the greater expan- 
sion (12 per cent.), sales by outfitters having increased by only 2 per 
cent. In the large-scale sample, falls of 5 per cent. and 4 per cent., 
respectively, compared with October were reported in turnover of 
men’s wear by multiple shops and department stores, while sales by co- 
operative societies were 18 per cent. higher. ‘The comparison with a 
year earlier was, as for women’s wear, more favourable for multiple 
shops whose business had increased by 19 per cent., while sales by 
co-operative societies and department stores were up by 7 per cent. 
and 3 per cent., respectively. 

Sales by independent boot and shoe retailers dropped by 5 per cent. 
to approximately the same level as in November 1949. Among the 
large-scale outlets, footwear sales by co-operative societies were 11 
per cent. higher than in October, but the declines of 6 per cent. and 
3 per cent., respectively, in turnover by department stores and multiple 
shops were more closely related to the monthly movement experienced 
by the independent shops. Compared with a year earlier, total 
sales of footwear by departments of large-scale shops were up by 2 
per cent.; the movements in turnover reported by the three types of 
outlets showing very little variation. 
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The fall of 7 per cent. in sales by independent furniture dealers 
was similar to the seasonal movement last year; turnover in 
November continued to show an increase, of 9 per cent., over 
the previous year, while cumulative sales were 11 per cent. 
above those of February-November 1949. Total sales in hardware, 
electrical and radio shops were also lower compared with October, 
by about 4 per cent., turnover by the radio and electrical specialists 
alone falling by 9 per cent. over the month. The yearly comparisons 
show little change over November 1949, but during the trading year to 
date sales by electrical and radio shops were up by 11 per cent. while the 
combined turnover, including hardware, rose by only 2 per cent.; 
this infers a distinct fall in sales of hardware, etc. 

In the large-scale sample, sales of furniture and furnishings fell by 
5 per cent. compared with October, but were 11 per cent. higher than 
in the previous year. Hardware, electrical and radio departments, 
however, reported an increase of 5 per cent. in turnover in Novem! 
to 8 per cent. above that of a year earlier; sales of hardware only were 
6 per cent. higher than in November 1949. 


Other Retail Categories 


The shops whose sales are affected to some extent by pre-Christmas 
buying reported seasonal increases in trade during November; turn- 
over by booksellers, stationers and newsagents and by jewellers rose 
by 14 per cent. and that of retailers of toys, sports and leather goods by 
9 per cent. over the month. Cumulative sales of these categories 
during the ten months of the trading year, however, remained at 
about the same level as in February-November 1949. Sales by 
independent chemists, which were 4 per cent. higher than in October, 
also showed no appreciable change over the corresponding ten 
months of last year. Business by motor and cycle‘dealers, garages, 
etc. was up by 3 per cent. compared with October and 28 per cent. 
over the previous year. 

Among the large-scale shops, sales of chemists’ wares were 11 per 
cent. higher than in October and 4 per cent. above those of a year 
earlier. Compared with November 1949, turnover in books and stat- 
ionery was down by 2 per cent., jewellery, leather and miscellaneous 
fancy goods by 11 per cent. and sports and cycles by 1 per cent.

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Increased Charges to meet Higher 
Laundry Costs 


FOLLOWING a request by launderers, increases in laundry charges 

to cover increased costs of washing materials, textiles, labour, 
transport and fuel are permitted by a new Board of Trade Order which 
will come into operation on January 12. 


The new Order provides, as at present, that launderers may either 
increase their basic (August 1939) charges by prescribed percentages 
which are shown in the First Schedule and vary from one area to 
another, or make a percentage addition to prescribed cash prices 
shown in the Second Schedule. The Order raises the prescribed 
percentages in the First Schedule so as to give the following further 
increase Over pre-war charges :—

Launderers who olede the charges listed in the Second Schedule 
may increase them by 334 per cent. in Great Britain and 36 per cent. 
in Northern Ireland. 


For launderers who charge by reference to the First Schedule, the 
Order provides that maximum charges shall be rounded to the nearest 
4d. The object of this provision is, by permitting some upward 
roundings as a balance to the downward ones, to encourage launderers 
to consolidate their charges and show on their lists jand bills the sum 
of the 1939 charge and the permitted surcharge for each article 
laundered. Many complaints have been received from the public 
about the practice of adding the surcharge to the total at the bottom 
of the bill, which has given customers the impression that they have 
been overcharged. Consolidation enables customers to see readily 
what they have to pay for each article, and the Institution of British 
Launderers and the Co-operative Laundry Trade Association have 
agreed that it would be in the best interests of the industry. Where 
consolidation would, in exceptional cases, reduce profits to an un- 
reasonably low level, full particulars should be sent to the Central 
Price Regulation Committee who will be prepared to consider each 
case on its merits. 

Whether or not they consolidate their charges, launderers are 
required by the Order to display in their receiving offices after April 12, 
1951, a notice showing their maximum charges in terms of money, 
i.e. the maximum charge for each individual item. 

The Order, which has been made in consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee is the Laundry Maximum Charges 
Order, 1951, (S.I. 1951 No. 28) and it supersedes the Laundry 
(Maximum Charges) (No. 2) Order, 1950. Copies are obtainable, 
price 6d., by post 7d., from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, or through any bookseller.

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Resignation of Raw Cotton 
Commission Chairman 


M®. H. O. R. HINDLEY has resigned his appointment as Chair- 
an of the Raw Cotton Commission. Sir John Wise, the Vice- 
Chairman, will act temporarily in his stead. 

The following exchange of letters has taken place between the 
President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, and Mr.

As you are aware, I have on two occasions drawn my salary in advance, 
and I understand that the Commission’s auditors have now been informed 
that the Board of Trade do not approve those advances. 

Having regard to our discussion on December 21, I realise that I have no 
alternative but to place my resignation in your hands.

Dear HINDLey, 
have received your letter of December 29. In the circumstances 
which you describe I have no course but to accept your resignation, which 
I suggest should take effect as from to-day. 

I very much regret that these circumstances have resulted in your re- 
linquishing the Chairmanship of the Raw Cotton Commission, and I should 
like to thank you for the good work which you have done during the first 
years of the Commission’s existence.

Seasonal Declin 


LTHOUGH the seasonal fall was greater than in 1949, total 

home sales by the wholesale textile houses during November 

followed very much the same pattern as a year earlier. Home 
sales were 15 per cent. lower than the high October figure but were 
6 per cent. more than they were a year earlier. 


Sales of both women’s and children’s wear and piece-goods were a 
fifth lower than in October but were about 4 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier, while for men’s and boys’ wear the fall was about 
3 per cent. compared with October, and there was a rise of about an 
eighth over November 1949. 


Compared with a year earlier, total sales were 6 per cent. higher in 
value, furnishings rising by nearly a half, women’s knitted outer- 
wear, etc., by over a quarter and women’s coats, costumes, etc., by 
18 per cent. Sales of dress materials were up by 5 per cent. The 
largest falls, of about a fifth each, were registered by both the 
*‘miscellaneous”’ group and the sports and travel section, while sales 
of gloves fell by about a seventh. 


Total sales during the eleven months to November were 4 per cent. 
higher than during the same period of 1949, women’s knitted outer- 
wear, etc., rising by about a fifth, and sales of household textiles, 
dress materials and furnishings by about a tenth each. 


Stocks at the end of November were about 5 per ceit. lower in 
value than at the end of October but were a sixth higher than a year 
earlier. Women’s and children’s wear was down by 5 per cent. 
compared with October and men’s and boys’ wear fell by an eighth, 
but piece-goods rose by 2 per cent. Compared with November 1949, 
stocks of piece-goods rose by a tenth, of women’s and childrens’ wear 
by about a sixth and of men’s and boys’ wear by more than a quarter.

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Wholesale Price Index Numbers 
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Smaller Rise in Wholesale Prices in December 


HOLESALE PRICES, as measured by the Board of Trade index, 

rose by 1-1 per cent. in December, principally because of big 

increases in prices of non-ferrous metals and textile materials, 
though there were important increases in other commodities, par- 
ticularly in hides and skins and wood pulp ; for the first time for over 
a year the price of rubber fell. ‘The industrial materials and manu- 
factures index rose by 1°8 per cent. ‘The index for food and tobacco 
was 0-3 per cent. lower, because of declines in some vegetable and 
fruit prices and the reduction in the surcharge on meat. 

The rise of over 100 per cent. in the wool index, raw wool rising 
by 133-4 per cent., was the most important single factor in raising the 
industrial materials and manufactures index by 28:5 per cent. since 
December 1949. Non-ferrous metals went up by 60 per cent. 
over the same period and cotton by 36 per cent. The biggest factors 
contributing to the rise of 46 per cent. in the ‘‘ miscellaneous ’’ index 
were increases of 270 per cent. for rubber, 139 per cent. for wood 
pulp and 75 per cent. for hides and skins. 

Compared with 1938 the index for all articles has risen by 187-6 
per cent., for industrial materials and manufactures by 219-2 per cent. 
and for food and tobacco by 134-5 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
(excluding fuel) are subdivided into three separate categories, showed 
rises compared with November of 3-7 per cent. for basic materials, 
1-3 per cent. for intermediate products and 0-6 per cent. for manu- 
factured articles. The building materials index fell by 0-1 per cent. 
The big increase in raw material prices is also shown by the rise in 
the basic materials index of 84-6 per cent. since December 1949. 
‘This was eleven times greater than the rise for manufactured articles, 
although compared with 1938, basic materials have risen less than 
five times as much as manufactured articles. 


Food and Tobacco 


‘The cereals index rose by 0-8 per cent. in December. The indi- 
vidual price movements were: increases of 2-4 per cent. in the 
English Gazette Average price of barley and of 3-0 per cent. in the 
price of malting barley ; an increase of 1-3 per cent. in the effective 
price paid by millers for English Gazette average wheat and a fall of 
1 per cent. in the price of oatmeal. Feeding oats were 0-8 per cent. 


| 


From December 10, owing to the reduction in the meat ration, 
the surcharge on wholesale prices of meat was reduced from 9d. in 
the £ to 2d. in the £. This is equivalent to a reduction of about 2 
per cent. in the beef, mutton, lamb and pork prices included in the 
index. On the same date the Ministry of Food also reduced the 
maximum wholesale prices of eggs by 2d. per 120 eggs, though retail 
prices were unchanged. ‘The average price of eggs as calculated for 
the index fell by 0-5 per cent. Fish prices were about 7 per cent. 
higher than in November. The meat, fish and eggs index rose by 
0-2 per cent. 

Prices of both tomatoes and onions fell by just over 20 per cent. 
in December, while oranges were nearly 5 per cent. cheaper. These 
falls more than offset rises of 4 per cent. and nearly 24 per cent. 
respectively in the prices of potatoes and apples, and a rise of about 1 
per cent. in some of the tobacco prices (including duty) used in the 
index. The “ other food and tobacco ’’ index fell by 1-4 per cent, 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures 


The rise of 0-1 per cent. in the iron and steel index in December 
was due solely to the carry-over effect of the rises in export prices 
of tinplate which took place in November. 

The biggest price movement during December among items 
included in the non-ferrous metals index,was in respect of brass 
ingots, which were 17 per cent. dearer than in November. Brass 
strip and copper sheets were each 0-2 per cent. dearer, while the price 
of tin rose by 7:5 per cent. Nickel was increased in price from £386 
to £406 per ton (5-2 per cent.) on December 13, and was 3:9 per cent. 
dearer on the average than in November. The group index rose by 
6-0 per cent. 

Raw cotton prices rose on the average by 8-6 per cent. in December. 
On the 21st, prices were raised by 2d. per lb., bringing them to 47-80d. 
per Ib. for American middling (an increase of 4-4 per cent.), 48-10d. 
per lb. for Brazilian Type 4 (4-3 per cent.), 44°55d. per Ib. for East 
Indian REK (4-7 per cent.) and 55-35d. per lb. for PeruvianTanguis 
Type 4 (3-7 per cent.). In addition to this increase of 2d. on the 21st, 
Egyptian Karnak and Ashmouni prices were further raised on the 28th 
to 78-00d. per Ib. and 73-80d. per lb. respectively, the total percentage

increases being 7:3 per cent. and 11-4 per cent. respectively. The 
monthly average percentage increases over November were 9-1, 9-0, 

9-6, 9-2, 9-6 and 7-0 respectively; these were partly due to the carry- 

over effects of the increases which took place in November. American 
and Egyptian type yarns were on the average 7-9 per cent. and 8-5 
per cent. dearer than in November, and the index for the cotton group 
as a whole rose by 6-4 per cent. 

Raw wool Prices were 4:8 per cent. dearer in December than in 
November, merino and crossbred types rising by 3-2 per cent. and 
6-3 per cent. respectively. Noils were 5 per cent. dearer, while 
prices of merino and crossbred tops rose by 3-0 and 4-5 per cent. 
respectively. Among the yarns, worsted and botany weaving were 
4-0 per cent. and 1-7 per cent. dearer respectively, while skeins, 
crossbred weaving and hosiery yarn prices rose by 4-3 per cent., 
2:2 per cent. and 3°5 per cent. respectively. Prices of wool rags 
rose by a further 29 per cent. and the group index was 5-5 per cent. 
higher than in November. 

The “other textiles’ index rose by 2°6 per cent. in December. 
East African sisal was 10-7 per cent. dearer than in November, while 
linen yarns were about 5 per cent. dearer. Japanese and Italian raw 
silk prices rose by 4-2 per cent. and 1-2 per cent. respectively. 

The rise of 0-5 per cent. in the chemicals and oils index in December 
was caused mainly by an increase of 3-3 per cent. in the price of 
lubricating oil and the carry-over effect of the previous month’s 
increase in sulphuric acid prices. Copper sulphate and lead acetate 
(weight of one-tenth each) were 46 per cent. and 1-4 per cent. 
dearer respectively, and there wasa further slight rise in fertilizer prices. 

Imported hides showed the biggest price increase in December 
among items included in the ‘miscellaneous’? index. They were 
about 16 per cent. dearer than in November. Native hide and 
calfskin prices rose by 5-6 per cent. and 8-0 per cent. respectively, 
and goatskins were about 3 per cent. dearer. The price of rubber 
fell by 14 per cent.—the first appreciable fall since June, 1949. 
Wood pulp prices rose by 2:7 per cent. on the average and esparto 
and cotton rags for papermaking were 3-1 per cent. and 5-3 per cent. 
dearer. The group index rose by 1-2 per cent.

Price Index of Materials Used in the 
Electrical Machinery Industry 


A PRICE INDEX of the materials of the electrical machinery in- 
dustry, giving monthly figures from January 1945 onwards, was pub- 
lished in the Board of Trade Journal on December 23, 1950. The 
index for December 1950 is 142-1 (June 30, 1949=100), representing 
an increase of 3-9 per cent. over the November figure, which is 
amended to 136°8 from the provisional figure of 135-7. The Decem- 
ber rise was mainly the result of increases in the prices of brass, mica 
and laminated plastic boards.

Grain Milling Trade 


THis REPORT on the Grain Milling Trade relates to establish- 

ments engaged wholly or mainly in the milling of wheat (including 
the production of self-raising and patent flour at milling establish- 
ments), in the milling, flaking or rolling of barley, oats, rye, rice, etc., 
in splitting or grinding peas, beans, lentils, soya beans, sago, tapioca, 
in manufacturing ready-to-eat breakfast cereals such as cornflakes, 
puffed or shredded wheat, or in making peat or peat moss litter. 
The report covers only establishments which employed more than 
ten persons on the average during the year. 

It is estimated that about 96 per cent. of the total net output of 
these establishments for 1948 is covered by the returns which have 
been compiled for inclusion in this report. This trade includes 
minimum list heading 150 and part of heading 199 (3) in the Standard

Establishments in this trade in Northern Ireland (which are ex- 
cluded in 1948) accounted in 1935 for about 3 per cent. of the net 
output for the United Kingdom. 

In Table I the cost of materials for 1948 is shown after deduction 
of the amount of interim rebates (about £57,800,000) allowed by the 
Ministry of Food from the cost of wheat purchased. Other allow- 
ances, estimated to be less than 5 per cent. of the amount of the 
interim rebates, are payable by the Ministry after the end of the year.

Southern and Northern 


Rhodesia and Nyasaland 


Traditional Markets for U.K. Goods 


S_IN the case of many other of the smaller countries (whose 

former contributions to the world economy had been mainly the 

production and export of raw materials for treatment by other 
nations), Southern Rhodesia found herself, during the war years, 
obliged to turn her attention to a wide variety of secondary industries. 
The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Southern Rhodesia in 
the course of his Report* on Economic and Commercial Conditions 
in Southern and Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland (Overseas 
Economic Surveys) points out that this was necessary both to satisfy 
her own essential needs when the accustomed imported goods were 
no longer available and also, in some cases, to produce finished goods 
for export. 

Necessity revealed possibilities previously unrealized and, with her 
enthusiasm fired by the success of these ventures, she has been quick 
to apply herself, with the versatility inherited from her pioneer 
forbears, to the consideration of still further experiments. Many new 
industries have, therefore, sprung into being since the war. Some are 
still very small and struggling through their teething troubles. While 
probably none can be said yet to be shaking the foundations of the 
large industries of Europe and America, many are making a healthy 
progress and are extending their activities beyond their own borders 
and pushing their products out into the export field. Some, possibly 
less thoroughly organized or perhaps less suited to local operation, 
may not survive ; others may eventually content themselves with local 
markets and not strive to export, but secondary industry to-day has a 
very definite and important place in the economic life of the Colony. 


Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland 


Some of the above remarks, though to a much lesser extent, can be 
applied also to Northern Rhodesia. In her case, however, the oppor- 
tunities have been far fewer and the smallness of her European 
population has prevented her from undertaking anything like the same 
degree of industrial experiment. 


Nyasaland, too, has been unable to contemplate yet the development 
of secondary industry on any considerable scale, but she, also, had to 
learn hurriedly during the war years to devise methods of self-help in 
many minor though vitally important ways, in the absence of goods 
and services from abroad. With the smallest white population of the 
three territories, however, and hitherto concerned almost entirely with 
agricultural pursuits, her field of experiment has been necessarily 
limited. ‘To-day, Nyasaland is turning to much greater development 
of her known capabilities in the agricultural sphere and is also examin- 
ing with great care the mineral potential of the country, hitherto 
thought to be negligible. With the advanced methods of research 
now available and the urgency of the need to discover and develop 
sterling sources of raw materials, it is quite possible that previous ideas 
on the subject will have to be revised and that Nyasaland will now find 
some such new opportunities of diversifying her production. 


Points for British Exporters 


Although the area covered by the Survey is over 478,000 square 
miles, the white porulation is still very small. Goods for the European 
trade will, therefore, have a very limited market, especial y the higher 
quality and higher priced lines. Although the spending power and 
general standard of living of the white population are higher than in 
Britain, there is a fairly complete cross-section of consumer classes 
and only a limited number of people can afford the most expensive 
goods. 


In the case of goods for native consumption, prospects of large- 
volume business are much better, provided that prices now and in the 
future are competitive with the cheap goods offered from countries

whose production costs are much lower than those of the United 
Kingdom. 

There is a strong campaign to encourage the local support of home 
industries and to urge local manufacturers to reach and maintain the 
highest possible standards of production. A Rhodesian Local 
Committee of the British Standards Institution has recently been 
established in Southern Rhodesia, one of whose aims will be to foster 
these trends. 

It is natural for the Union of South Africa to look to these Northern 
territories as natural outlets for her growing manufacturing industries. 
Communications are good and deliveries can be offered which are 
proving attractive to customers, some of whom have had disappointing 
experiences with deliveries of British goods in recent years (however 
much they may have appreciated the reasons for such delays). The 
standard of quality of South African manufactures is improving 
steadily. It should also be remembered that, in Southern and 
Northern Rhodesia particularly, there are large numbers of customers 
with a South African background who, both from sentimental connec- 
tion and from former personal experience, have a strongly developed 
taste for Union goods. 

The whole of the area covered by the Report can, states the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner, regarded as a “ traditional 
market ’’ for British goods ; most of the white population in the past 
was drawn from the British Isles and, in addition to the large number 
of South Africans who have settled in these Colonies in recent years 
(many of whom, of course, also came originally of United Kingdom 
stock) and the many immigrants who have settled here from other 
European countries, there has been a large influx of United Kingdom 
immigrants since the war. The need must be stressed for United 
Kingdom manufacturers to do everything possible to make the best 
use of the advantages which they now enjoy if they wish to secure 
their position in this market. 


General 


In addition to the introduction the Report contains chapters 
covering Finance ; Trade ; Industry and Production ; Legislation ; 
Administration ; Transport and Communications ; Important 
Projected Developments and Social Questions, while there are 18 
Statistical Appendices. 


Bank Accounts in Berlin 


IHE FOREIGN OFFICE (German Section) announces the issue 

of two further Regulations affecting the conversion of pre-capitula- 
tion Reichmark balances in Berlin into West Berlin Deutschemarks. 
Previous announcements were made in the Board of Trade Journal 
on February 25, 1950 (page 404) and July 29, 1950 (page 263). 

Under Regulation No. 25 pursuant to the Second Ordinance on 
Monetary Reform, the closing date for the submission of applications 
for conversion to banks in Berlin has been further extended from 
December 31, 1950, to June 30, 1951. 

Hitherto, all conversions have been credited in three equal annual 
instalments. Under Reyulation No. 26, the immediate conversion 
of sums producing up to D.M. 2,000 can now be obtained for pre- 
capitulation accounts in the name of account-holders who had reached 
the age of 65 by October 1, 1949. Normally immediate conversion 
can be obtained only if the account-holder is still alive, but it can be 
allowed for the widow or widower in some circumstances. The 
Regulation also provides that immediate conversion can be obtained 
of all accounts not exceeding D.M. 50 when converted. The balances 
converted under these provisions will be subject to the usual restric- 
tions on bank balances in the name of non-residents (see Board of 
Trade Journal of July 29, 1950, page 262). Applications for immediate 
Sor should be made to the Bank at which the converted account 
is held.

Trade Agreement Between France 
and West Germany 


HE text of a new trade agreement between France and West 

Germany was published in the French Moniteur Officiel du Com- 
merce et de l’ Industrie on December 7, 1950. The text consists of a 
preamble and 15 annexes. 

The preamble states, among other things, that the agreement is to 
come into force retro-actively as from September 1, 1950, and is to 
expire on July 31, 1951, and that the respective authorities will issue 
im; ort licences (or export licences as the case may be) up to the value 
of goods specified in certain of the annexes. 

The quotas established under the trade agreement are given in 
annexes 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 (respectively headed lists A, B, C, D and E) 
and in annexe 8. Details are given below. 


List A (Annexe 3) 


This list sets out the quotas for the export of goods from the 
French franc area to West Germany and for which the West German 
authorities have undertaken to issue import licences. Amiong the 
larger quotas are the following. (All figures in this notice are in 
million United States dollars unless otherwise stated. The present 
official exchange rate is 2-80 United States dollars equal £1.) 

‘Twenty thousand tons of new potatoes (1-5) ; fresh vegetables (4); 
fresh fruit, including fruit for cider-making (5) ; cattle for slaughter- 
ing, and meat (12-5) ; bacon (4) ; lard (4) ; eggs (9) ; cheese (2) ; 
wheaten flour (3) ; table wines, champagne and sparkling wine (3-25) ; 
scoured wool, combed wool, and various natural prepared fibres and 
hair (5-5) ; rolled products (steel bars, sheets, machine wire, pipes 
and forgings) and ferro-alloys (11:35) ; rayon thread (2, of which 
0-1 for Rhovyl thread) ; woollen fabrics and woollen goods (3:5) ; 
cotton fabrics and cotton goods (1-8) ; veneers and plywood (1-25) ; 
facing tiles of stoneware and earthenware (1-6); iron pipes and 
shapes (1-5) ; passenger vehicles (3-5). 


List B (Annexe 4) 


This list sets out the quotas for exports from West Germany to 
France (including Monaco and the Saar) and Algeria, and for which the 
French authorities have undertaken to issue import licences. Among 
the larger quotas are the following :— 

Cheese (1-1) ; 380 tons of hops (1 *375) 5 ; lubricating oil (2-4) ; 
carbon black (1 2) ; ; sodium (i) ; organic dyestuffs (2) ; polystyrol 
and other plastic materials (1°3) ; intermediates for dyestuffs (1-5) ; 
printed fabrics of cotton, rayon and cellulose wool (0-95) ; iron and 
steel products, extruded, drawn, gauged, profiled and cold-rolled (1) ; 
piping accessories, joints, etc. (1-1) ; machinery and equipment for 
cokeries, iron industry, metallurgy and foundries (3-4) ; agricultural 
machinery (2) ; machinery and equipment for the textile industry (1) ; 
machine tools for the removal or re-shaping of metal, portable electric 
machine tools, and pneumatic tools and machine tools (4) ;__ private 
cars (2-9); tractors, excluding wheeled tractors called “ avant- 
trains ’’ tractors (4). 


List C (Annexe 5) 


This list gives the quotas established for exports from West Germany 
to French North Africa (excluding Algeria, which is included in 
List B) and other overseas French territories. The authorities in the 
overseas French territories will be committed to issuing import 
licences up to the amounts of the quotas. The distribution of the 
quotas among particular overseas French territories is not given in the 
text of the agreement, but annexe 1 (section III) states that the French 
authorities will inform the German authorities of the distribution as 
soon as possible. Among the larger quotas in List C are the following : 

Cement (0:5); cotton fabrics (2:75); hurricane and pressure 
lamps (0-225) ; agricultural machinery and replacement parts, and 
equipment for the preparation of the soil (0-45) ; tractors and their 
component parts (0-7); typewriters and office machines (0-3) ; 
textile machinery (0-325) ; passenger vehicles (0-6). 


List D (Annexe 6) 

This is a short list of quotas of essential goods required by West 
Germany from the French franc area and for which the French authori- 
ties have undertaken to issue export licences. Some quotas in this 
list appear also in List A ; among these are the following : 

‘Twenty-five thousand tons of wheaten flour (3) ; rolled products and 
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ferro-alloys (11-35) ; 98,500 tons of bauxite (0-935) ; 15,000 cubic 
metres of sawn hardwood (0-75) ; scoured and combed wool (5-5). 

Among the quotas in List D which do not appear in List A are the 
following : 

One hundred and seventy-five thousand tons of wheat (15-75) ; 
other cereals (10-7); sugar (9); edible oils (3); gas-oil (4:1) ; 
830,000 tons of iron ore (8-05) ; 440,000 tons of crude phosphates 
(4-4) ; 70,000 tons of colonial timber (1-5) ; 600 tons of raw calf- 
skins and raw equidae skins (0-975). 


List E (Annexe 7) 


This is a list of five essential commodities required by the French 
franc area from West Germany. The German authorities have under- 
taken to issue export licences for the quotas specified. The quotas 
are as follows : 


Five hundred tons of hops (1-8) ; 1,125,000 tons of coke (14-625) ; 
intermediates for dyestuffs (1-5) ; 140,000 cubic metres of mining 
timber (1-7) ; carbon black and anthracene gas black (1-5) ; 30,000 
tons of Waldalgesheim iron ore with 22-24 per cent. manganese 
content (0-36). 

Of these, hops and carbon black appear in List B (1-375 and 1-2 
respectively). 

Annexe 1 (section IV) states that export authorizations for half the 
quotas in Lists D and E must be issued before February 15, 1951. 
In annexe 15 it is stated that French exports under List D in respect | 
of the period February 15 to July 31, 1951, will depend upon satis- ~ 
factory arrangements being made for German coal deliveries during 
the same period. 


Annexe 8 


In this annexe the French authorities have established special 
quotas for imports into the French franc area from West Germany. 
These quotas are as follows : 


Tyres for automobile vehicles (1-9) ; printed woven cotton piece- 
goods (0-25 ; this is in addition to the quota for 0-5 in List B ; the 
total for printed woven cotton piece-goods is thus 0-75); rubber ~ 
shoes and rubber boots (0-3 ;_ this is in addition to the quota of 0-45 é 
in List B ; the total is thus 0-75).

Egypt and Yugoslavia 


DETAILS WERE published in the Egyptian Journal Officiel on 
November 30, 1950, of the Commercial and Payments Agreements 
signed last August between Egypt and Yugoslavia. Goods to be 
exported from Yugoslavia to Egypt include timber, building materials, 
food products, maize, chemical products and a wide range of industrial 
goods. Goods to be exported in the opposite direction will include 
raw cotton and rice. As in the previous Payments Agreement 
details of which were published on page 742 of the Board of Trade 
Journal on April 8, 1950, clearing of payments will be made through a 
“Collector Account ’’ in Egyptian pounds opened in the National 
Bank of Egypt in the name of the National Bank of Yugoslavia. 


The Agreements are for one year from August 7, 1950, and are 
renewable. ‘They may be denounced by either party by notice given 
three months prior to the expiration of the year in which they are in 
force.

Iceland and Poland 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Iceland and Poland for the year 
1951 was signed in Warsaw on December 15. 


During the period covered by the Agreement trade is expected to 
reach about 45-50 million kronur in each direction. Icelandic 
imports will include coal, iron and steel, rye flour, sugar, potato flour, 
textiles, paper and salt, Polish imports will include 50,000 barrels 
of salted herring, 2,000 tons of frozen herring, 7,000 tons of quick- 
frozen fish, 1,000 tons of cod liver oil, and also some scrap iron and 
salted sheep skins. 
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Franco-Portuguese Trade 


Agreement 


THE French Moniteur du Commerce et de I’ Industrie of December 

14, 1950, gives the text of a new Franco-Portuguese trade agree- 
ment covering the period December 1, 1950, to November 30, 1951. 
The agreement applies on the one hand to the French franc area and 
on the other hand to Portugal, the adjacent islands and the Portuguese 
colonial empire. A mixed Commission will supervise the working 
of the Agreement. 

A protocol annexed to the agreement contains four lists of quotas 
of goods to be exchanged, covering both metropolitan and overseas 
territories. It is stated that the respective authorities will issue im- 
port licences for the quantities or values of goods as specified in the 
quota lists, but that these quotas are not to be considered as ceiling 
figures since the two governments will endeavour to increase trade 
beyond the quotas specified. In the event of further liberalization, 
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the figures given will be accepted merely as estimates of trade. It is 
also provided that, if during the period of the agreement either country 
devalues its currency, the quotas expressed in value terms will be 
revalued accordingly. 

Some of the larger quotas in the four quota lists are given below. 
All figures are in million French francs unless otherwise stated. The

Sweden and Switzerland 


THE Swedish Ministry for Foreign Affairs has announced the 
conclusion in Stockholm of a supplementary agreement to the trade 
agreement between Sweden and Switzerland for the period May 1, 
1950, to April 30, 1951 (referred to in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 5, 1950). 

Switzerland’s entry into the European Payments Union and the 
consequent adjustment of her Payments Agreement with Sweden, 
has enabled Sweden to extend her Free List to include Switzerland, 
and to increase her quotas for other imports from Switzerland by 
about 19 million Kronor (about £1-3 million). The items concerned 
include electrical machinery and equipment for the Swedish hydro- 
electric power development programme, precision parts for the 
manufacture of office machinery, and gold and platinum watches. 


United Kingdom—Netherlands 


THE CURRENT arrangements for trade between the United 
Kingdom and the Netherlands expired on December 31, 1950. 
Pending the negotiation of a further understanding, both countries 
will grant import facilities for the first quarter of 1951 equal to the 
quarterly rate for 1950.

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Canadian Tariff Board Inquiry on Engineers’ Plans, Drawings 
or Blueprints 


COPY of the Canadian Tariff Board Notice, No. 111, reproduced 

below, has been received in the Board of Trade. The notice 
states that the Minister of Finance has referred to the Tariff Board 
for enquiry and report under the provisions of the Tariff Board Act 
Customs Tariff Item No. 180e and the method of determining value 
for duty of architects’ and engineers’ plans, drawings and blue- 
prints classified under Tariff Items 180 and 180e 

“The Minister’s letter of authority is dated Ottawa, August 8, 1950, 
and reads as follows : 

“The Budget Resolutions which I introduced on June 27, 1946, established 
a Tariff Item designated as Item 180e, providing for duty free entry 
from all countries of :-— 

Engineers’ plans, drawings or blueprints of machines and plant equip- 
ment, plant layouts, foundations for machinery and other plant equipment 
structural supports and towers and similar outside structures, dams, 
spillways, and other hydro construction, wiring, piping, platforms, 
ladders, stairs, etc., not to include office or other buildings. 

“The plans, drawings, etc., covered by the aforementioned Item were 
formerly dutiable under Tariff Item 180 at rates of 12} per cent. under the 
British Preferential Tariff, 20 per cent. under the Most-Favoured-Nation 
Tariff and 22) per cent. under the General Tariff. I have had many 
representations ever since this Item was established, mainly from the 
Engineering Institute of Canada and other similar organizations, urging 
that the former rates of duty be restored. 

‘* A few months ago I also had representations from the Royal Architectural 
Institute of Canada, requesting that the value for duty of architects’ drawings 
and specifications of buildings be substantially increased. ‘These drawings 
and specifications are not covered by Item 180e but are dutiable under 
Tariff Item 180, the Item covering drawings blueprints and building plans 
at rates of 12} per cent.—20 per cent.—22} per cent. ad valorem. 

“The value for duty of architects’ and engineers’ plans, drawings and 
blueprints is determined in accordance with the instructions issued in the 
Department of National Revenue Appraisers’ Bulletin, No. 6 Revised, 
dated June 20, 1939,” (a copy of which is shown below). 

“‘T am accordingly referring Tariff Item 180e and the method to be 
followed in determining value for duty of architects’ and engineers’ plans, 
drawings and blueprints to your Board as Reference No. 111 for inquiry 
and report in accordance with the terms of the Tariff Board Act.’ 

For the purpose of receiving representations on Reference No. 111, 
a public hearing will be held in Room 429, House of Commons, Ottawa, 
on Tuesday, January 30, 1951, at 10.00 a.m, 

Interested parties are requested to present at the public hearing, or 
file with the Board in advance of the date thereof, six copies of any 
representations they may wish to make on this Reference.”’ 

United Kingdom firms interested in this hearing should send 
representations which they may desire to make through their rep- 
resentatives in Canada or direct to the Secretary of the Tariff Board. 
Canadian representatives who require assistance in the presentation 
of their case to the Tariff Board may get into touch with the United 
Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner at 56 Sparks Street, Ottawa.

VALUATION OF ARCHITECTS’ AND ENGINEERS’ PLANS, 
DRAWINGS AND BLUEPRINTS 

1. (a) Architects’ plans or drawings of buildings or additions to or 
alterations of buildings, or blueprints as substitutes therefor, are to 
be valued for duty provisionally at 3 per cent. of the estimated cast 
of such construction to be erected, when the estimated cost is $10,000 
or over. 

(b) When the estimated cost of the building is less than $10,000, the 
plans or drawings and blueprints thereof are to be appraised at the 
architects’ usual charge for furnishing same. 


2. Engineers’ plans or drawings or blueprints as substitutes there- 
for covering engineering work such as plant layouts, foundations for 
machinery and other plant equipment, structural supports and towers 
and similar outside structures, dams, spillways and other hydro 
construction, wiring, piping, platforms, ladders, stairs, etc., and 
buildings for housing any part, of such engineering construction work, 
but not including machinery*and non-mechanical plant equipment, 


when for paper mills, mining and smelting plants, steel mills, refineries, 
power plants, and plants of other heavy industries, are to be valued 
for duty provisionally at 1 per cent. of the estimated cost of such 
construction work. 


3. When the construction, as referred to in 1 (a) and 2 above, is 
completed the entries are to be adjusted by refund claim or by amend- 
ing entry, as the case may be, based on an appraised value representing 
3 per cent. of the actual cost of such completed construction in the 
case of architects’ plans or drawings and blueprints, and 1 per cent. 
of the actual cost of such completed construction in the case of 
engineers’ plans or drawings and blueprints. 

4. Collectors are hereby instructed to establish a record of importa- 
tions of plans or drawings and blueprints subject to appraisal under 
3 above, and to require importers to file promptly, after completion 
of the construction, an affidavit as to the actual complete cost thereof. 


5. Blueprints or copies of architects’ or engineers’ plans may be 
entered at the cost of production thereof after duty has been once 
paid on the originals or copies thereof in Canada, under the foregoing 
regulations, upon proof of such payment to the satisfaction of the 
Collector at the port of entry. 

6. Competitive plans imported for inspection may be entered for 
warehouse, subject to payment of duty within sixty days unless then 
rejected and ex-warehoused for exportation. They may be inspected 
in Customs warehouse only (on Customs premises or in a special 
bonded Customs warehouse temporarily established in premises 
satisfactory to the Collector, where plans are to be viewed and selection 
made) but the plans must not be permitted to be released to the 
importers. 


VALUATION OF PLANS, DRAWINGS AND BLUEPRINTS OF 
MacHINERY AND Non-MECHANICAL PLANT EQUIPMENT 


7. Plans or drawings and blueprints of machines and other articles 
of equipment specially engineered to order, including standard designs 
which have been adapted by alterations thereto, may be appraised at 
the cost of producing same (design engineering, material, labour and 
draughting-room overhead) plus an advance of 25 per cent., provided 
that the value for duty shall not be less than the actual selling price to 
the importer, not including the value, if any, of 

(I) the specifications, 
(II) engineering supervision in Canada and the travelling, living 
and other expenses incidental thereto, 
(III) the rights to manufacture and market the machines or 
other articles of equipment. 

Blueprints of standard designs which in the ordinary course of 
business have been used in the country of export in the production of 
standard models of machines and other articles of equipment may be 
appraised at 75 cents per pound. The value of 75 cents per pound 
may also be accepted for entry of blueprints when the machines and 
other articles of equipment are imported. 


Brazilian Criteria for Previous 
Licensing

Direct consumers : up to 30 per cent. of their six-monthly require- 
ments. 
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Venezuelan Quota for. Cotton 
Textile Imports 


THE Venezuelan Ministries of Finance and Development have now 

issued a resolution covering the importation of cotton textiles 
included in categories 71 to 85 inclusive, of the Venezuelan Customs 
Tariff, for the whole year 1951. 

The following is the text of the resolution :— 

In pursuance of the powers granted by Article 17 of the Law (i.e. 
Customs Tariff Law) and by command of the Government Junta of 
the United States of Venezuela, there is hereby fixed for the year 1951 
a total maximum import quota for pure cotton cloth amounting to 
5 million kilograms. Not more than 60 per cent. of the above- 
mentioned quantity may be imported during the first six months, the 
remainder to be allocated to the second six months. 

The distribution of the said quota by types of cloth and make to the 
different importers of Venezuela will be effected in proportion to the 
latters’ imports of these goods and will be allocated by the National 
Supply Commission, acting with the advice of the Mixed Committee 
of Textile Manufacturers and Traders, in accordance with the pro- 
cedure !aid down in the resolution of November 10, 1948. 

Licences granted by the National Supply Commission before 
December 31, 1950, may not be used for the purpose of securing from 
the Customs premises imports of the above-mentioned cloth which 
have arrived in a Venezuelan port on a date subsequent to December 
31, 1950; such imports must be attributed to the new quota fixed by 
the present resolution. 

Licences granted during the year in accordance with the quota 
will only be valid for imports arriving on or before ber 31, 1951. 

There remain in force all other regulations laid down by the joint 
Resolution of the Ministries of Finance and Development dated 
November 10, 1948, whereby the above-mentioned cotton textiles 
were made subject to the system of quotas.

Central Bank Circular No. 1356 of December 15, 1950, which lays 
down the procedure to be adopted for the automatic granting of 
exchange permits for the importation of various raw materials and 

Applications for imports may be presented by importers 
when merchandise, which they intend to import, is for use in their 
own establishments and also by registered importers, who have in the 
past, during any three years after 1937, imported through the official 
market, any goods covered by the group-heading corresponding to 
the article for which exchange is required. 

A guarantee from an institution authorized to operate in exchange 
must accompany application for permits and applicants should in- 
dicate their intention to comply with their obligations regarding 
automatic exchange insurance on permits granted. ‘The conditions 
imposing a payment of 20 per cent. on the unused portion of a permit 
must be complied with. The guarantee covering payment of the 
20 per cent. fine will be automatically freed as Letters of Credit are 
opened with the above-mentioned permits. 

Requests for exchange permits must be presented in the usual way 
not later than the first working day following that on which a firm 
order is placed abroad. Applications must contain the guarantee 
referred to above and declarations must be made by importers concern- 
ing use of merchandise and previous importation of such.

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Nicaraguan Import and Exchange 
Regulations 


THE Board of Trade Journal on December 12, 1950 (page 989), 
ice was given of new import and exchange regulations introduced 
by the Nicaraguan authorities on November 9, 1950. 

It has been brought to the notice of the Board of Trade that although 
the Issue Department of the National Bank of Nicaragua has the 
power to authorize the opening of letters of credit it is extremely 
difficult for an importer to obtain permission to pay for goods by 
this method. United Kingdom exporters should, therefore, be 
prepared to do business with Nicaragua on sight draft terms. The 
exporter is covered by an article of the new law which orders the 
deposit with the National Bank of Nicaragua of a proportion of the 
value of merchandise ordered; which deposit will only be released 
when the sight draft is met. 

The particular attention of United Kingdom exporters is also drawn 
to the following extracts from clauses of the Nicaraguan decree law 
enforcing the regulations :— 

“The registration of the orders by the Issue Department of the 
National Bank of Nicaragua will be sufficient to entitle an importer 
to proceed with importation: Nicaraguan Consuls will not issue 
consular invoices, nor will Customs House Authorities permit the 
entry into the country of any article or merchandise without being 
presented with an authenticated copy of the relative order.”’ 

“If, after the date that this law comes into force but before the 
Government has published the Decree classifying goods into categories, 
merchandise should arrive in Nicaraguan ports, the Customs House 
Authorities will collect the surcharges established, classifying such 
merchandise in accordance with the lists of semi-essential and non- 
essential articles issued by the extinct Exchange Commission pursuant 
to Article 33 of the decree-law for levelling of exchange of April 4, 
1949. If, on publication of the said lists it should turn out that the 
importer paid a surcharge higher than that which corresponds to the 
relative merchandise in accordance with the new lists, he will be 
entitled to have the Customs House Authorities return to him the 
excess 80 paid within eight days following the date on which the claim 
is presented. The right to claim the return will expire one month 
after the publication of the new lists.’’ 

Details of the goods contained in each category have not yet been 
received by the Board of Trade.

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Import Control in the Philippines 


THE Board of Trade have received copies of two Executive Orders, 

Nos. 384 and 388 (suspending No. 384), signed by the President of 
the Philippines on December 21 and December 26, 1950, respectively. 

Executive Order No. 384, which became effective on January 1, 
1951, provides for the unrestricted importation into the Philippines 
of a number of vital commodities listed below. The entry of any 
such goods will, however, remain subject to import licence, and to 
the availability of foreign exchange as authorized by the Central 
Bank of the Philippines. 

Executive Order No. 388 suspends, for the first quarter of 1951, the 
effectivity of the above Executive Order No. 384, and provides for the 
importation free of quota allocation of a reduced number of items 
during that period, as indicated in the following list. The items deleted 
or amended by this Executive Order are shown in square brackets 
and italics respectively.

Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regulations 

NEW SOUTH WALES Circular 50/814 contains advice that Items 4 
(apperine, being a substitute for hops) and 14 (essence of lager beer) 
of the First Schedule—Goods, the importation of which is prohibited 
—are to be cancelled and Item 20 of the First Schedule to be trans- 
ferred to Item 8A of the Second Schedule—Goods the importation 
of which is prohibited except with the consent of the Minister—to 
the Australian Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regulations. Item 8A 
will, therefore, now read as follows :— 

Essence of port, essence of sherry and any other kind of wine 
essence, aroma or flavour, whether natural or artificially compounded. 
Hop aromas, hop bouquets, hop essences, hop extracts, hop flavours, 
hop oil, and any articles of a line nature, and any substitutes for or 
imitations of any such articles, whether simple or compounded in any 
manner with other material, and being capable of use in the making 
of beer or in any brewing process or for addition to beer.

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Import and Exchange Control in 
Colombia 


THE following Agreements have recently been promulgated by the 

Colombian Exchange Control Board :— 

By Agreement No. 50, dated November 13, the unused balances of 
quotas granted under Agreement No. 38 are permitted to be employed 
for the import of domestic electro-mechanical and electro-thermal 
machinery classified under Tariff Nos. 822 and 865b. 


Agreement No. 54, dated November 27, 1950, provides for a special 
allocation of 20 per cent. of the commercial and industrial quotas 
for the import of goods originating in and despatched from Germany 
under the Colombia—Germany Payments Agreement. The right to 
use these allocations expires on January 31, 1951. 

Agreement No. 55, dated November 30, 1950, and valid until 
February 15, 1951, authorizes an_ allocation of U.S. 
$1,200,000.00 for the import, for retail sale, of sewing thread as 
defined in Article 526 of the Customs Tariff. 


Agreement No. 56, dated November 30, 1950, and operative until 
February 15, 1951, establishes an exchange quota of 
$2,052,737.51 for the import of fertilizers, insecticides, fungicides of 
exclusively agricultural application, distributed amongst those 
importers who made their applications for import licences covering 
such products based on the enquiry made by the Exchange Board as 
published in the Press on October 17, 1950. 


Agreement No. 57, dated November 30, 1950, modifies Agreement 
No. 48, and provides for an allocation of approximately U.S. 
$5,000,000.00 for the import of transport motor vehicles (trucks, 
chassis, bodies, delivery vans and pick-ups) under Article 890C 
and 891B of the Customs Tariff. 

An Exchange Control Board letter of November 21 provides for the 
inclusion of gum lac (Goma Laca) under Tariff No. 93-C-3 in the list 
of articles importable by holders of industrial quotas. 


Resolution No. 68 of November 24 permits newspaper publishing 
companies to import printing machinery at the official rate of exchange. 
On November 28 a list was published of musical instruments which 
might be imported at the official rate of exchange. 

By Resolution No. 66 of November 30, foreigners. settling in 
Colombia, and certain classes of foreigners working in the country, 
may import a motor car against non-reimbursable licences. Agreement 
No. 58 of December 5 allots a special allocation of 20 per cent. of 
the value of the commercial quota of the firm concerned, to regular 
importers of motor vehicle spares. Agreement No. 59 makes similar 
provision for the import of drugs and medical and surgical instruments. 

A Control Board Circular of December 12 requires that import 
licences prior to authorization must henceforth specify the Colombian 
Consulate at which, together with shipping documents, they are 
to be presented. 

Under Agreement No. 60, dated December 13, holders of industrial 
quotas are allowed licences in anticipation, up to 20 per cent. of the 
value of their exchange allocations.

THE following Resolution, dated December 9, 1950, giving the 

Government of India’s decisions on the recommendations of the 
Tariff Board on the grinding wheels industry has been received from 
the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi :— 


No. 16 (3)-T.B./s0 : Grinding wheels is a protected industry. In 
terms of the provision for the review of protected industries in the 
Ministry of Commerce Resolution No. 30-T (1)/48, dated August 6, 
1948, the Indian Tariff Board has been maintaining a a 
watch over the progress of the indigenous grinding wheels’ 
protection to which will, as at present, expire on December 31, 1950. 


In its report on the progress of the grinding wheels industry, the 
Indian Taritf Board has recommended that the present scheme of 
protection, namely :— 


1. The levy of a protective duty of 100 per cent. ad valorem on 
grinding wheels and segments ; 
2. Concession of importing abrasive grains free of customs duty ; 


an 

3. Purchase of Government requirements, including those of rail- 

ways to the maximum extent possible from the indigenous: manu- 

facturers, 
should be continued for a further period of one year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1951. The Board has further pointed out that although the 
firm has not yet finally converted itself into a public limited concern, 
steps have been taken by it to file the necessary papers to the Registrar 
of Joint Stock Companies and that registration, when made, would 
take effect from January 1, 1950. 

Government have accepted the recommendation of the Tariff 
Board that the present scheme of protection to the grinding wheels 
industry should be extended for a further period of one year ending 
December 31, 1951, but only on the condition that Messrs. Grindwell 
and Company actually becomes a public limited concern. 

The attention of Messrs. Grindwell Ltd. is particularly invited 
to the above decision.
